Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was agreed that Dyke is the principal reference to be overcome 
and only prior art to be directed against the heart of the invention as well as to literal anticipation of claim limitations. It 
was suggested to amend the independent claims to more clearly define "chemical processing equipment" and better 
distinguish over Pittner, by inserting "process water exposed to hydrocarbon and/or chemical processing by" between 
"in-line with" and "hydrocarbon or chemical processing equipment" in each independent claim, as supported by para 18 
of the instant Specification 

It was also agreed to amend each of the independent claims to better distinguish over all of the applied prior art, 
especially the Dyke reference by reciting "there not being a step of pre-filtering between the chemical and/or 
processing step and the step of forcing the water feed through said reverse osmosis system" in each of the 
independent claims. The independent claims may also distinguish over Dyke if amended to recite more specific forms 
of processing including one or more of "sour water stripping" and "wet sour systems" as supported by paragraphs 
19,23,24, etc. of the instant Specification. 

However, it is understood that further searching & consideration of additional prior art may be necessary in the 
event that one or more of the forementioned added limitations are added to the claims .

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
